NEW class of custo- 

mers, from a group 
which has never owned 
cars, has been brought into 
the market by a new time- 
payment plan introduced a 
short time ago by the Hud- 
son Motor Car Company of 
New York, according to 
Robert B. Cole, vice-presi- 
dent of the company. Down 
payments of only $195 for 
the Essex coach, and $290 
for the Hudson coach, con- 
siderably less than one- 
third of their delivered 
prices, are a feature of this 
plan. 

Additional Business 

“The fact that these cus- 
tomers can buy a car without 
going into their savings has at- 
tracted many,’ says, Mr. Cole. 
“The plan means, in the main, 
additional business and _ not 
change of business. It has not 
disturbed practically at all the 
steady stream of regular car 
buyers who turn in their old cars, 
and are not therefore concerned 
with a cash down payement, or 
who prefer to make a large in- 
itial payment and clean up their 
accounts quickly.” 

Accounts for the plan are han- 
dled by the Auto Brokerage Com- 
pany of 25 West 45th St., New 
York. Inquiry from Jacob 
sross, president of this cempany, 
fat Mr. Cole’s suggestion, cor- 
\robated the statement that the 
/majority of business brought by 
the new plan is new business. 
Mr. Gross named teachers and 
firemen “s typical of the salary 
groups that are taking advan- 
tage of the plan.

Inquiry in the sales -department 
brought out the fact that the 
attractive feature of the plan to 
customers as it actually operates 
seems to be the small initial pay- 
ment, and not the spreading of 
the remainder over along period 
Whether the time arrangement is 
twelve, fifteen or eighteen months 
does not seem to figure much 
with customers. 

Credit Investigation 

“The matter of credit investi- 
gation is a most important as- 
pect of operating a plan of this 
kind successfully,’”’ says Mr. Cole. 
Extending credit, in his opinion, 
must always be done on the basis 
of individual investigation, never 
in a bulk way; the person who 
desires credit, and is worthy of 
it, ought to have it. 

An increase in the use of the 
time payment plan is apt to be 
a trend of the future, Mr. Cole 
thinke—that is, a use of it more 
often, not the use of a longer 
period. ‘‘Eighteen months ought 
to be a long enough time for any 
customer,” is his comment. 

“A closer investigation of the 
buyer will be the trend of 
successful operation in the 
future,”’ he thinks. 

“Decisions as to length of time 
to allow a customer and amount 
of payments need to be made a 
matter of individual judgment— 
each case handled of itself.
